Design Review Board 


One of the proposed controls under con¬ 
sideration by the City Council and Planning Com¬ 
mission is the establishment of a Design Review 
Board which would pass judgment on whether or 
not a proposed new house or remodeling would be 
“compatible” with the neighborhood in which it is 
located, with respect to size, “character,” impact 
and architecture. 

A joint council/cominission study session on 
the proposals is set for Dec. 7 in the City Hall 
council chambers. 

One of the sample ordinances from other cities 
allows the Design Review Board to require appro¬ 
val of neighbors for planned building or remodeling. 

A second proposed control would entail re¬ 
strictions on total Hoor area ration (FAR) to lot 
size. 


To illustrate the difference between footprint 
and FAR restrictions, a house whose “footprint,” 
or outside dimensions, is now allowed to cover 40 
percent of an R-1 lot would — on a larger lot — 
double the footprint square footage by adding a se¬ 
cond story on the same dimensions as the first. 

Smaller lot widths now have mandated second 
storv setbacks, but still allow fcir a considerable 
gain in total square footage with the addition of 
a second story. 

FAR, by comparison, would limit the total 
amount of square footage in both tirst and second 
stories so that a two-story house on a particular 
lot could only have the same amount of square 
footage as a single story house, based on the 
allowed ratio of house size to lot size.

Paramedic issue, restriction of two 
councii terms for Apr. lOeiection 


1 wo ilenis up for election on Apr. 10 are the 
paramedic issue and Councilman Clem Bartolai’s 
suggestion that City Councilmembers may serve 
only two consecutive terms, then must stay out a 
term before running for the office again. 

The council Tuesday evening decided to place 
the possible paramedic recommendation on the 
ballot as a supplement to the Emergency Medical 
Technician, funded as an ad valorem tax and sup¬ 
plemented by a transportation fee. 

The proposed M.S.I. fee schedule came under 
fire with residents asking why certain fees must be 
augmented so dramatically, in some cases 1000 
percent. 


Elaine Rudolph, former mayor, asked why the 
city is not living within the Proposiion 13 guide¬ 
lines. “If you’re living with Proposition 13, fees 
are to be collected for only the cost to the city,” 
she said. 

She questioned the development fee, contend¬ 
ing the city will spend “all the extra money going 
to court or for attorneys.” 

George Hudson termed the sewer increase on 
maintenance “outrageous” and said that the ciiv 
would have $480,000 from that fee by 1992. 

When asked why the increase was so high, Bar- 
tolai answered. “What vse're dealing with is a corn-

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Holiday caution 

It’s the same old story. We caution 
you again and again about holiday 
travel. 

We tell you that the holiday season 
is a time of celebration with family and 
friends. But too often a celebration 
turns to sadness because someone 
chooses to drink and drive. At least 
half of our nation’s 46,000 annual 
highway deaths are alcohol-related, 
with many fatalities occurring during 
the holidays. 

You can help make this a happy 
holiday season and healthy new year 
by following these tips. 

1. When you go out with friends, take 
turns being the designated driver. A 
designated driver is one who agrees not 
to drink alcohol and provides everyone 
with a safe ride home. 

2. Try the new non-alcoholic wines and 
beers as an alternative to alcoholic 
beverages which affect your ability to 
drive safely. 

3. If you must drive after drinking 
alcoholic beverages, limit yourself to 
one drink per hour. One drink equals 
a five-ounce glass of wine, a 12-ounce 
beer or 1 14 ounces of hard liquor. 

4. Never drink on an empty stomach, 
Food slows absorption of alcohol into 
the bloodstream, allowing your body to 
process it more efficiently. 

5. If you host a party, stop serving 
liquor at least an hour before the event 
is to end. Bring on the non-alcoholic 
beverages and dessert. 

6. If a friend has too much to drink 
and can’t drive safely, don’t let him or 
her get behind the wheel. Offer a ride 
home or call a cab. If your friend in¬ 
sists on driving, take his or her car keys. 
He or she may get angry temporarily, 
but will be alive the next day to thank 
you. 

7. Wear your seat belt and ask your 
passengers to do likewise. Seat belts 
provide your best protection against 
drunk drivers by giving you a better- 
than-50-percent chance of avoiding 
death and serious injury in an accident.

“Every significant literature is by defini¬ 
tion provincial,” .states Israeli writer, Amos 
Oz. That is, it is associated with a time and a 
place. When that time and place is today’s 
Israel, the result approaches the holy. 

Standing behind a podium in a classroom 
at use, Oz is a handsome man in the 50s, 
short statured, wearing a grey leather Jacket, 
white shirt, and jeans. He talks about the prob¬ 
lem of reading from his new novel, “The 
Black Box,” in the translated English. “Trans¬ 
lating Hebrew into English is going a great 
distance. A different sense of time, a different 
sense of reality altogether. 

“Every language carries the genes from theirr 
very beginnings,” comments Oz (a name that 
translates “courage”). As he reads, I feel 
transported by the beauty of the prose as it 
weaves Biblical story and poetry into a setting 
of 1976 Israel. For a moment I think I am 
watching King David recite his psalms. 

The sections of this novel, in the form of 
letters, lay bare love and lovelessness between 
men and women, and the coming of age, which 
asks the question again and again: “What have 
you done with your own gift of life?” The life 
that is “forever hovering between the fire and 
the ashes.” 

Oz describes modern Israeli literature as 
having “a strong code of secret theology.” It is 
a literature that portrays the place shaping the 
people, the people shaping the place. His cur¬ 
rent novel explores “a mystical union between 
enemies. Feelings expressed in blood and fire.” 

Oz describes himself as “a writer who 
loves the truth as he loves his country,” as 
“an authority on comparative fanaticism 
as a life-long resident of Jerusalem.” This is 
the way he describes his writing process: 

“I get up in the morning. I drink my cup 
of coffee. I sit at my desk and I put 
myself in other people’s shoes . . . 
if not beneath their skins.”

Also under consideration will be another mora¬ 
torium — this time on all R-1 properties — which 
would forbid any building or remodeling which 
might exceed the proposed additional limitations 
while they are being studied. 

A proposed ordinance directed at downzoning 
seven large properties in the city (the Krafft 
and Jameson Estates; Maranatha, Alverno High 
and Sierra Madre Schools, and the Ward and Maarse 
properites) to R-1-11,000 from R-1-9000 and R-1- 
7500, includes a restrictive new R-1 “Footprint 
Overlay Zone.” 

This would change the currently allowed 
“footprint” coverage from 40 percent of any R-1 
lot to the following: 

“All buildings, including accessory buildings 
and other structures, shall not cover more than 40 
percent or 3000 square feet on a 7500 square foot 
lot; 37 percent or 3000 square feet on an 11,000 
square foot lot, and 30 percent or 4500 square feet 
on a 15,000 square foot lot. 

This is now proposed for all R-1 property. 

Another proposal being considered would limit 
total floor area ratio (FAR) to 35 percent, plus 600 
square feet for garage only for lots up to 10,000 
square feet; 40 percent (6000 square feet maximum) 
for lots of 10,001 to 15,000 square feet, and 40 
percent (8000 square feet) for lots of 15,001 to 
20,000 square feet. 

This would include attics, basements, lofts, 
guest houses, garages, barns, covered patios and 
other solid roofed accessory structures. 

Proponents feel that this proposal will help to 
prevent the proliferation of massive and “overbuilt” 
homes and maintain the essential Mountain Village 
“essence” of Sierra Madre. 

Opponents maintain that placing judgmental 
decisions, such as “compatibility,” in the hands of 
professionally unqualified board or commission 
members is a guarantee of poor decisions, and that 
the requirement itself will lead to the con¬ 
tinuation of sub-standard and “tract-type” neigh¬ 
borhoods, destroying what they feel is the “essence” 
of Sierra Madre: individuality and creativity. 

They also object to the proposed addition of 
yet another review body, maintaining the amount 
of time, money and effort often needed now for 
review by the Building Dept., Planning Commission 
and City Council is “unconscionable,” and that 
a Design Review Board would only make a now 
"nearendicss process” completely untenable. 

Once again the City Council and Planning 
Commission are caught in the middle, with the 
preservationists, who have been pushing fur the 
added restrictions, upset because action on the pro¬ 
posals has been so long in coming, and the property 
rights proponents unhappy that the controls are 
being L'tHisidercd at all

Blue-eyed blondes 
are expected to get atten¬ 
tion and such was the 
case when Jennifer 
Novell, a 17-year-old 
Arcadia High School 
student, spent two 
months in Argentina 
this summer on an Am¬ 
erican Field Service 
Americans Abroad pro¬ 
gram. 

She was even asked 
to do radio and tele¬ 
vision segments, all in 
Spanish. She played 
the flute and was 
asked about her family, 
what the United States is 
like and how she likes 
Argentina in an hour- 
long radio inter¬ 
view. 

For the lO-minute tele¬ 
vision spot, Jennifer wore 
red which matched her 
face, she explains. 

Jennifer lived in 
Alta Garcia in the 
province of Cordoba, a 
city of some 40,000 peo¬ 
ple at the base of 
mountains, the Sierras 
de Cordoba. 

She joined a family of 
four children, two boys 
and two girls. 

With one sis¬ 
ter she went to school 
as it was winter in 
Argentina. They 


attended school for 
just over four hours 
five days a week and 
would return home 
in time for the largest 
meal of the day followed 
by a five-hour siesta. 

Tea was a daily event 
at 5:30 p.m., and a 
small version of the 
midday meal was 
served about 9:30 
p.m. in the evening. 

Jennifer liked the food, 
but especially the fresh 
bread that was served 
daily. She says her 
famiy would tease 
her saying, ‘‘Jenny, 
con pan (Jenny with 
bread).” 

The young people 
would often gather to 
sing, dance the cuar- 
teto (a dance unique to 
Cordoba), play the gui¬ 
tar and go to discos 
until the early hours 
of morning. 

Jennifer found the 
people, in spite of 
their economic prob¬ 
lems, to be happy and 
friendly, with everyone 
greeting one another 
with a kiss on the 
cheek. While she 
was there Carlos Menem 
was inaugurated as the 
new Argentine president, 
and the people are hope¬ 


ful that he will help 
solve some of the 
country’s dilemmas. 

She found that her 
three years of Spanish 
in Arcadia schools help¬ 
ed her get along with the 
language, but she 
admits to trying 

“Spanglish,” putting 
a Spanish ending on an 
English word. This al¬ 
most got her into trouble 
on one occasion when 
she wanted to say she 
was embarrassed. She 
said, “embarrasada” 
which she learned 

means “pregnant.” For 
that she was embarrassed. 

As Jennifer gets in¬ 
volved with her sen¬ 

ior year activities at 
Arcadia, she is busy 
with Kiowas, AFS 
Club, band and 
planning yet another 
trip. She hopes to 
travel to New¬ 
castle, Australia with 
the band during 

spring vacation.

Library to close 
for bar coding 


The Arcadia Public 
Library will be closed 
for three weeks, from 
Dec. 4-23, to bar code 
the book collection. 

The bar coding pro¬ 
cedure represents the 
halfway mark in the 
computerization of 
the library’s card cata¬ 
log and circulation sys¬ 
tem. Each book in the 
library will receive its 
own individual bar code 
which will be used to 
check out a book and 
to record when the 
book is returned. 

The Arcadia Public- 
Library began the com¬ 
puterization of its cir¬ 
culation system and 
card catalog last year 


with the selection of 
Inlex, Inc. as the 
software vendor. 

Since that time, the 
library’s card cata¬ 
log has been con¬ 
verted to computer tape 
and entered into the 
library’s computer data 
base. A program to 
register all the library’s 
borrowers was begun, and 
ultimately every bor¬ 
rower’s library card 
will have a bar code. 

Once the computeriza¬ 
tion is complete, all the 
books in the library 
will be accessible by 
author, title and subject 
on the computer’s ter¬ 
minals.

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Local oral surgeon follows family tradition

Ever since he was a youngster, oral surgeon Dr. 
Richard A. Petty knew he wanted to be a dentist. 
And now congratulations are in order because Dr. 
Petty started his dental practice this past July in 
Monrovia and he is the third generation of this 
family to become a dentist. 

This is also a case of a “local boy who made 
•good.” Dr. Petty was bom in the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital in 1958 and he grew up just over the 
line in Arcadia. 

His grandfather was a dentist in Hollywood and 
his father. Dr. Charles Petty, was a well-known 
oral surgeon, also with an office in Monrovia, 
until he retired three years ago. When he was 
“only 7 or 8,” Dr. Richard began coming to the 
office with his father, sometimes in the evening 
when perhaps a patient needed a special appoint¬ 
ment. When in his junior high years he worked 
for his father during summer vacation and by high 
school his goal was set. 

He attended Arcadia schools then graduated 
from Brigham Young University with a two-year 
period off for a church mission in Buenos Aires. 
In 1986, he received his dental degree from USC 
and took his three-year residency with Dr. William 
Ardary, chief of the Department of Oral Surgery 
at USC. When this was completed. Dr. Ardard, 
whose office is at 858 W. Foothill in Monrovia, 
asked Dr. Richard to join him in practice. So, 


in addition to realizing his professional ambition 
the young dentist is happy to be able to practice 
locally. 

The Petty family first lived on Mountain 
Trail in Sierra Madre but they outgrew that home 
and moved to Arcadia. There are four sons and 
twin daughters. One son is a chiropractor, one a 
chemist and one works in the maintenance 
department in Arcadia and is also a reserve police 
ofhcer. One sister became a nurse and the other 
sister is a housewife, raising a family in South Caro¬ 
lina. 

Dr. Richard is the only one to carry on this 
dentist tradition He is married to the former 
Tamara Hatch of Arcadia, enjoys sports and play¬ 
ing golf. However, his busy schedule limits the time 
he can spend on the golf course. 

Oral surgery has become a much expanded field 
beyond just the extraction of teeth and Dr. 
Richard performs the full scope of oral and 
maxillofacial surgery. He does dental implants, fa¬ 
cial reconstruction, surgery to relieve tooth grinding, 
pain and headache known as temporal madibular 
joint (or TMJ) and other reconstruction. 

He is on the staff of Methodist Hospital and in 
the short months since July he has had a number of 
patients from Sierra Madre. 

We extend our best wishes to Dr. Richard 
Petty for achieving his goal and in his dental 
practice.

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Sierra Madrean wins coveted Pushcart Award 




Pushcart Press announced recently that Merrill 
Joan Gerber of Sierra Madre is the winner of the 
Eighth Annual Editors’ Book Award, the Prize 
that is given yearly for “overlooked manuscripts 
of enduring literary value.” Gerber is on the English 
faculty of Caltech and PCC. 

Gerber’s novel, “King of the World,” is a 
harrowing story of wife abuse set in contemporary 
California. Her short story “1 Don’t Believe This,” 
which was based on the same material and which 
was published in the “The Atlantic,” also won the 
O.Henry short story prize in 1986. 

Cynthia Ozick, nominating editor for the manu¬ 
script, said of her work, “Gerber is one of the 
masters.” 

Bill Henderson, publisher of Pushcart Press, 
added, “ ‘King of the World’ is a horrifying yet 


continually engrossing tale. It reads as if it were hap¬ 
pening in front of your eyes. Michael, Ginny and 
their adopted ehild are eomnelling characters. The 
work was refused by 26 different commercial pub¬ 
lishers. 

The Editors’ Book Award was established by 
Pushcart Press in 1981 to discover worthy manu¬ 
scripts that have been overlooked by today’s high- 
pressure, bottom-line oriented publishing conglo¬ 
merates. It has been awarded every year since. 
The prize is $1000 and publication by Pushcart 
Press. “King of the World” will be available in 
.lanuary, 1990. 

Merrill Joan Gerber, who is a native of Brook¬ 
lyn, N.Y., is the author of two collections of short 
stories, four novels and more than 60 stories 
that have been published in such magazines as 




“The New Yorker,” “The Atlantic,” “The Sewanee 
Review” and “Redbook.” She has written 41 stories 
for “Redbook,” making her the most published 
single author in the history of the magazine. 
Gerber teaches writing at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia Los Angeles, California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, and Pasadena City College. She sits on the 
manuscript review Board of Dorland Mountain Arts 
Colony in Temecula, California. 

Pushcart Press was established in 1973 by Bill 
Henderson to encourage and recognize the 
works of literary authors. Each year Pushcart 
Press issues Pushcart Prize Anthology. Pushcart
